Patent, and the Great Seal of Canada to be hereunto affixed. WITNESS:

Mr. St. Laurent, by leave of the House, introduced a Bill, No. 1, An Act 
respecting the Administration of Oaths of Office, which was read the first time. 


Mr. Speaker reported, that when the House did attend His Excellency the 
Governor General this day in the Senate Chamber, His Excellency was pleased 
to make a Speech to both Houses of Parliament, and to prevent mistakes, he had 
obtained a copy, which is as follows:— 


Honourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 


I meet you at a time when the people of Canada, in common with the 
other peoples of the Commonwealth, mourn the loss of our late Sovereign, 
King George VI. His late Majesty was greatly loved by all His subjects in 
Canada who have vivid recollections of His visit to this country and of His 
many associations with His Canadian people. In no part of the Commonwealth 
has the sense of personal loss been more deeply felt than in our country. 
I join with you in extending deepest sympathy in their bereavement to 
Her Majesty the Queen, to Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother, to Queen Mary, 
to Princess Margaret and all the members of the Royal Family. 


The people of Canada have already had an opportunity of meeting their 
new Sovereign. In the course of her visit to our country a few months ago 
Her Majesty made a deep and lasting impression on her Canadian subjects. 
As the Queen assumes her heavy responsibilities she is assured of the loyalty 
and devotion of the Canadian people in full measure. 


I am deeply sensible of the great honour of having been appointed by 
His late Majesty as His personal Representative in my native land. As I take 
up my duties as the Representative of the Queen, I assure you of the pleasure 
with which I look forward to our association in Parliament and I deem it a 
privilege to be connected with you in your labours for the welfare and happiness 
of the Canadian people. 


The situation throughout the world continues to cause concern and to 
require my Ministers to devote a great deal of attention to our external affairs. 
The government remains convinced that the nations of the free world must 
continue to increase their combined strength, in order to ensure lasting peace 
and security by the effective discouragement of aggression. 
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In Korea it has not yet been possible to bring about an armistice but 
negotiations with this end in view are still going on. Canadian forces together 
with their comrades from other of the United Nations are giving distinguished 
service in that unhappy land. 


A formation from the Canadian Army now forms an effective part of 
the integrated force of the North Atlantic Alliance in Europe and further 
elements of the Royal Canadian Air Force are progressively being despatched 
overseas. Amendments to legislation relating to our armed forces will be 
submitted for your approval. 


Your approval will also be sought for a further Canadian contribution 
to the Colombo Plan and for technical assistance to under-developed areas. 


A Japanese Peace Treaty has been signed and will be submitted for your 
consideration. 


At home our economy remains very buoyant. External trade and capital 
investment have reached record levels. Generally speaking employment 
remains at a high level. Inflationary pressures are still being strongly felt 
and require the maintenance of anti-inflationary measures. 


Unfortunately foot and mouth disease has appeared in cattle in a small 
area in Saskatchewan. Immediate steps have been taken to limit the affected 
area, eradicate the disease and meet the situation resulting from the embargo 
under United States law on exports of livestock and meat to that country. 


A Board of Engineers has been established to prepare an application for 
submission to the International Joint Commission concerning the development 
of hydro-electric power in the International section of the St. Lawrence river. 


As a measure designed to assist in the development of our natural resources 
you will be asked to consider legislation to enable the Canadian National 
Railways to construct a branch line between Terrace and Kitimat in British 
Columbia. 


You will be asked to consider legislation to amend the War Veterans 
Allowance Act 1946 and the Veterans Benefit Act 1951. 


A Bill to revise the Immigration Act will be placed before you. if that 
Bill can be finally dealt with during the present session, related amendments 
to the Canadian Citizenship Act will be submitted. 


You will be asked to approve a Bill to authorize the Federal Government 
to enter into new Tax Rental Agreements with the Provinces. 


You will be invited to consider a measure to provide for the readjustment 
of representation in the House of Commons. 


You will be asked to consider a complete revision of the Criminal Code 
prepared by a Commission which has been engaged on this project for the 
past three years. 


A bill will be introduced to authorize certain preparatory steps in connec- 
tion with the establishment of a National Library. 


A bill will also be presented respecting Trade Marks. 


Other measures to be introduced will be amendments to the Food and 
Drugs Act; the Canada Grain Act; the Cold Storage Act; the Canadian Farm 
Loan Act; the Civil Service Superannuation Act; the Currency Act; the Canada 
Shipping Act; the Northwest Territories Act; the Aeronautics Act; the Radio 
Act; the Government Employees Compensation Act 1947 and the Unemployment 
Insurance Act 1940.

You will be asked to make provision for all essential services, and for 
national defence and the meeting of our obligations under the United Nations 
Charter and the North Atlantic Treaty, for the next fiscal year.

On motion of Mr. St. Laurent, seconded by Mr. Drew, it was Resolved: 


That an Humble Address be presented to Her Majesty the Queen in the 
following words: 


To THE QUEEN’S Most EXCELLENT MAJESTY: 
Most Gracious Sovereign: 


We, Your Majesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, the Commons of Canada, 
in Parliament assembled, respectfully desire to express our deep sympathy to 
Your Majesty in the great loss you have sustained by the death of the late 
King, Your Majesty’s beloved Father. 


Your Majesty’s sorrow and that of the Royal Family is shared in a per- 
sonal way by the people of Canada, whose representatives we are. King 
George VI was a great King and a good man. By His devotion to duty, His 
high courage, His example as a Husband and a Father, and His concern for the 
welfare of those He ruled, He greatly endeared Himself to His Canadian 
subjects. We will not forget the occasion when, accompanied by Your beloved 
Mother He visited our country, nor will Canadians forget the many happy 
associations established in the course of His reign over us. In common with 
all the peoples of the Commonwealth, we shall ever deeply cherish His memory. 


We welcome Your Majesty’s accession to the Throne and we desire to 
convey to You a sincere expression of our loyalty and devotion. When Your 
Majesty, accompanied by Your Husband, visited us a few months ago, you left 
a deep and lasting impression upon the Canadian people. We are convinced 
that Your Majesty will ever seek to promote the happiness and well-being of 
all Your subjects. As Members of the Parliament of Canada, it is our desire 
and determination to uphold and support Your Majesty, to the utmost of our 
authority and wisdom and it is our prayer that Divine Providence will sustain 
Your Majesty in the discharge of your heavy responsibilities.

On motion of Mr. St. Laurent, Louis Rene Beaudoin, Esquire, Member 
for the Electoral District of Vaudreuil-Soulanges, was appointed Deputy 
Chairman of Committees of the Whole House. 


Mr. Speaker presented the Report of the Librarians of Parliament, which 
is as follows: — 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons: 


The Joint Librarians made their last report as recently as October 9, 1951. 
There has been little to report since that time. 


An important step was taken in January when the collection of coins and 
medals, which the Library had accumulated through the years, was trans- 
ferred to the Public Archives. This transfer was arranged with two considera- 
tions in mind. First, it would make available display cases in which the 
Library could exhibit a selection of the many interesting books, fine bindings, 
etc., that are included in its collections. Many inquiries are made about such 
items, and most visitors will undoubtedly find them much more interesting 
than the coins and medals, which are of a highly specialized nature. Secondly, 
the transfer made the coins available to a sister institution which already 
possessed a great deal of material of the kind, and which has adopted the 
definite policy of keeping its collections up to date by the systematic addition 
of new and current Canadian material. A total of 1,797 items was transferred. 
This number included rare and valuable items that will add greatly to the 
interest and completeness of the collections in the Public Archives. Special 
mention may be made of the medals dating back to the French regime, and 
the fine collection of Newfoundland coins. 
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Although the congested state of the Library has been the subject of com- 
plaint for over a quarter of a century, and seven or eight thousand volumes 
are added to the collection yearly, the main chamber of the Library has been 
kept in a reasonably neat and tidy condition. We have some reserve space in 
the Supreme Court building and hope to obtain more this year. 

The number of books received under the terms of the Copyright Act, 1931, 
continues to grow. Commencing in 1932 with 139 items, the number registered 
had increased to 475 in 1943, and in the year 1951 a total of 1,386 works were 
received, in duplicate, as Copyright deposits which, including many large sets, 
amounted to nearly 3,000 separate volumes. 

Because of the space problem we are not cataloguing books of a highly 
special or technical nature, children’s stories, etc., but are transferring them 
to the Supreme Court building in a reserve we have built up for the future 
National Library. 

All members of the staff, with the exception of those temporaries not 
appointed by the Civil Service Commission, shared in the recent general 
increase in salaries. It is hoped that the salaries of such temporaries will be 
adjusted soon. 

Mr. Robert M. Hamilton, Assistant Librarian, has for many years been 
looking up quotations and phrases for Members of Parliament and the general 
public. He has now published a book: “Canadian quotations and phrases, 
literary and historical’, which should be of great usefulness to all libraries 
and especially in our own reference department. It is the first collection of 
its kind.

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RULING OF MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. SPEAKER: I had given consideration to the matter before the question 
of order was raised. It seems to me that if the amendment were a direction 
for the payment of money it would undoubtedly be out of order. Similar 
amendments have been declared out of order but in each instance, so far as my 
recollection goes, there has been an instruction to the government. I should like 
to refer to page 735 of the Journals of 1947, where the following appears: 


Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. Green, moved in amendment thereto: 
That Bill No. 413 be not now read a third time but that it be referred 
back to the Committee of the Whole with instructions to amend the said 
Bill so as to extend to merchant seamen the provisions accorded to 
veterans in the said Bill. 


Mr. Speaker ruled the proposed amendment out of order on the 
ground that it involved an expenditure, etc. . 


Honourable Members also recall that quite frequently private Members’ 
Notices of Motion propose that the government should take into consideration 
certain questions which would involve the expenditure of money. These 
private Members’ motions are invariably allowed to stand. The amendment 
before the House, so far as I see it, is to refer the bill back to the Committee so 
that the Commitee may reconsider a certain addition which undoubtedly would 
involve the expenditure of money. 


If an amendment to the section is proposed in Committee it would have 
to be proposed by a Member of the government. If the amendment were 
proposed in Committee by a private Member, it is my understanding it would 
be out of order. I believe that is the ruling the Chairman of the Committee 
made. However, far be it from me to decide what the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee should do. I feel that if the expenditure of money is proposed as a 
result of this matter being referred back to the Committee, the amendment 
would have to be proposed by a Member of the government. The Chairman of , 
the Committee of the Whole made a ruling which in my opinion was correct 
and it was accepted by the Committee. If it had not been accepted by the 
Committee there would have been an appeal to the House and not to the 
Speaker. 


My only concern is that the ruling I make at this time is sound. There is a 
motion before the House to refer this matter back to the Committee. Under our 
procedure it is within the power of the House to refer the Bill back to the 
Committee to consider the whole Bill or to consider any section in the Bill, even 
if the Committee has already considered the sections in the Bill. It is true that 
the matter proposed to be considered was considered in the Committee, and the 
Chairman of the Committee ruled the amendment out of order because it was 
made by a private Member. If the House decides to send this Bill back to the 
Committee, and a private Member again makes this motion, I would think the 
motion would be out of order. However, when the Bill goes back to the 
Committee the motion to amend it can be made by a Member of the govern- 
ment, if the government feels it should do so, and it would be in order. 


In my opinion, the wording of the amendment is not to the effect that it is 
an instruction to the Committee to do anything which would involve an 
expenditure of money. It is merely referring the Bill back to the Committee 
so that the Committee can reconsider certain questions which have already 
been considered, but which the Committee has power under our procedure 
to consider again. Accordingly, I shall allow the amendment to stand.

STATEMENT BY MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. SPEAKER: May I be permitted to make a statement at this time? 
Apparently my remarks on Monday have been interpreted by some Members 
as changing the practice with respect to routine proceedings generally. I did 
not intend them to have that effect. I made my statement because I felt that 
last Session I had allowed a practice to develop which permitted a Member to 
rise at the opening of the House on a so-called question of privilege and to 
discuss certain matters which had taken place outside the House. That was a 
departure from our rules, and I did not think it was in the interest of Parliament 
to allow it to continue. 


As Beauchesne states: “A question of privilege ought rarely to come up 
in Parliament”. He further states: “Wilful disobedience to Orders and Rules 
of Parliament in the exercise of its constitutional functions; insults and obstruc- 
tions during debate, are breaches of the privileges of the House”. These and 
other breaches of privilege, when they occur, should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the House, and should be taken into consideration immediately and 
followed by the appropriate motion. 


I do not need to remind Honourable Members that it is not a question of 
privilege whether a Member should or should not have made a speech outside 
the House or whether it would have been preferable to make it in the House. 
If the speech was made in wilful disobedience to the Orders and Rules of Parlia- 
ment, or contained libels on Members, it would of course be a question of 
privilege which should be raised in the House. Otherwise the matter should 
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be brought to the attention of the House by a question to the Member or to the 
Ministry when the Orders of the Day are called. May I ask Honourable 
Members not to rise on questions of privilege unless they are satisfied that 
they are legitimate and not so-called questions of privilege. 


My statement on Monday should not be interpreted in such a way as to 
prevent Ministers, when motions are called, from making important announce- 
ments of public policy. There is no positive rule to that effect, but ittis @ 
practice which has been sanctioned by usage both in the United Kingdom and 
in Canada. It has been my custom to allow the Leader of the Opposition to 
ask questions with respect to such statements. It is my intention to continue that 
practice. Of course no debate may take place at that time. 


My anxiety is that I shall not, by any ruling that I make, improperly 
curtail the rights and privileges of any Honourable Member, and I am confident 
that I will have the continued co-operation of Honourable Members in my 
effort to carry out my duties in this manner.

set out in the British North America Acts 1867 to 1951 and the other statutes in 
that behalf, or whether it is desirable to provide that there should be no reduction 
of more than fifteen per cent at any one time in the number of Members 
assigned to any province and that there should be assigned separately two 
Members instead of one to the Yukon and the Northwest Territories or any part 
thereof and that the total number of Members should be increased accordingly; 
with instructions to prepare a bill or bills with schedules to give effect to its 
findings and conclusions and to contain and describe the several electoral 
divisions entitled to return Members to this House of Commons; with power to 
send for persons, papers and records and to examine witnesses, and to report 
from time to time; and that notwithstanding Standing Order 65, the committee 
shall consist of thirty-seven Members to be designated by the House at a later 
date. 


By leave of the House, on motion of Mr. St. Laurent, the said motion was 
dropped. 


On motion of Mr. St. Laurent, it was resolved,—That Standing Order 15

Mr. Sinclair, Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister of Finance, laid 
before the House,—Report of the Superintendent of Insurance on Smail Loan 
Companies and Money-Lenders, licensed under The Small Loans Act, 1939, for 
the year ended December 31, 1950. 


Mr. Dickey, Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister of Defence Production, 
presented,—Return to an Order of the House of March 26, 1952, for a Return 
showing:—1. What was the total cost of the plant built, and any equipment 
installed, at Calgary, during World War II, for the purpose of manufacturing 
nitric acid and ammonium nitrate?

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Mr. Chevrier, a Member of the Queen’s Privy Council, laid before the 
House,—Financial Budgets of the Canadian National Railways and of the 
Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited, for the calendar year 
1952. 


Mr. Bradley, a Member of the Queen’s Privy Council, presented,—Return 
to an Order of the House of March 26, 1952, for a Return showing:—1. How 
much money was spent by the Government of Canada, in the fiscal year 1950-51, 
on research in connection with the fishing industry, scientific and economic? 


2. What proportion of the total value of production of the fishing industry 
does this represent? 


And also,—Return to an Order of the House of November 28, 1951, for a 
Return showing:—1. What groups of employees working for agencies of the 
Federal Government, but not civil servants, are on the five-day week? 


2. How many employees are involved in connection with each such agency? 


3. How many weeks per year, in 1949, 1950 and 1951, have civil servants 
been on a five-day week? 


4. Have representations been received by the government, since January 1, 
1950, for the five-day week for civil servants the year round? If so, from 
whom? 


5. What consideration has been given to such representations? 


6. What progress is being made by the government in getting ready for a 
five-day week for all civil servants and all government employees? 


Mr. Winters, a Member of the Queen’s Privy Council, presented,—Return 
to an Order of the House of March 24, 1952, for a copy of all letters, telegrams, 
memorandum and other documents exchanged during the past ten years, 
between the Government of Canada, or any department or agency thereof, and 
any individual or group of individuals regarding the creating of a bird sanctu- 
ary on the Ouse River. 


Mr. McCubbin, Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister of Agriculture, laid 
before the House,—Report on Activities under the Prairie Farm Assistance Act 
for the Crop Year 1950-51. 


Mr. Argue, seconded by Mr. Stewart (Winnipeg North), by leave of the 
House, introduced a Bill, No. 180, An Act to amend the Criminal Code and the 
Combines Investigation Act (Liability of directors), which was read the first 
time, and ordered for a second reading at the next sitting of the House. 


Mr. Drew, from his place in the House, asked leave under Standing Order 
31 to move the adjournment of the House for the purpose of discussing a definite 
matter of urgent public importance, and stated the subject to be:— 
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“the necessity for an immediate enquiry into the administration and especi- 
ally the accounting methods, of the Department of National Defence, the laxity 
of which has been revealed by the wholesale looting of military property, and 
by continuing incidents, such as: 


(a) The looting and disappearance of the Farnham military training Centre 
down to and including the buildings, disclosed as early as December 
1949; 

(b) The theft of stores and paints reported by the Member for Peter- 
borough West to the Minister of National Defence and the Minister of 
Justice and the failure on the part of such Ministers to take effective 
action upon the information which they had received; 

(c) The theft by carload lots of hundreds of tons of supplies including 
such military equipment, according to press reports, as a baby tank; 

(d) The theft of property at various military establishments throughout 
Canada, with the revelation that officers had been ordering men under 
their command to assist in acts of theft and fraud; 

(e) Fraudulent Government inspection of military property; 

(f) The outbreak of incendiary fires in military store houses, significantly 
timed in such a way that they could have hidden the extent of any 
looting and thefts which had taken place in those store houses. 


Mr. Speaker ruled the proposed motion out of order on the ground that it 
referred to several incidents which are not of recent occurrence; and that the 
matter is not one of urgency within the meaning of “urgency” under the 
Standing Order, as an opportunity to discuss this question would arise on 
Tuesday next when the House would resume the adjourned debate on the 
proposed motion by the Minister of Finance, for the House to resolve itself 
again into Committee of Ways and Means (Budget). 


By unanimous consent, the House proceeded to ‘‘Government Orders”. 


The House then resumed the adjourned Debate on the proposed motion of 
Mr. St. Laurent:—Resolved, That a select committee be appointed to consider 
the results of the census of 1951 and the readjustment of the representation in 
the House of Commons necessitated thereby, with power to consider whether 
the said readjustment should be made in strict accord with the rules presently 
set out in the British North America Acts 1867 to 1951 and the other statutes 
in that behalf, or whether it is desirable 


(a) to provide that the representation of any province in the House of 
Commons on the readjustment of the representation of the provinces therein 
on the completion of each decennial census including that for the year 1951 shall 
not be reduced by more than 15% below the representation to which such 
province was entitled under rules 1 to 4, inclusive, in subsection (1) of section 
51 of the British North America Act at the last preceding readjustment of the 
representation of the province; and that there shall be no reduction in the 
representation of any province as a result of which that province would have 
a smaller number of Members than that of any other province which, according 
to the results of the then last decennial census, did not have a larger popula- 
tion; and 

(b) that there shall be assigned separately two Members instead of one 
to the Yukon and Northwest Territories or any part thereof, and that the total 
number of Members as provided by the aforesaid section 51 of the British North 
America Act and the Terms of Union between Canada and Newfoundland from 
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time to time be increased or decreased accordingly; with instructions to prepare 
a bill or bills with schedules to give effect to its findings and conclusions and to 
contain and describe the several electoral divisions entitled to return Members 
to this House of Commons; with power to send for persons, papers and records 
and to examine witnesses, and to report from time to time; and that notwith- 
standing Standing Order 65, the committee shall consist of thirty-seven Mem- 
bers to be designated by the House at a later date. 


And the Debate still continuing; 


Mr. Drew, seconded by Mr. Balcer, moved in amendment thereto: That all 
the words after “That” be struck out and the following substituted therefor: 


“whereas there is presently before parliament a bill to provide for repre- 
sentation of the House of Commons which inter alia allots to the several prov- 
inces of the Dominion the number of Members they may elect to the said House; 


And whereas it has been represented to the Government and Parliament of 
Canada that provision should be made for minimum representation of individual 
provinces; 


And whereas provision for such minimum representation cannot be made 
without first amending the British North America Act; 


And whereas the British North America Act interpreted in statutory form 
the agreement made by the four original provinces and subscribed to by all 
the other provinces on entering Confederation, 


Therefore be it resolved that in the opinion of this House appropriate steps 
should be taken for Dominion-Provincial consultation so that the views of the 
several provinces may be made known to this House before consideration is 
given to changing their electoral representation as presently provided by the 
British North America Act’. 


Mr. Speaker ruled the proposed amendment out of order on the ground 
that the amendment was an expanded negative and did not add to the motion 
now before the House, but set forth a different proposition which, if carried, 
would destroy the proposal now before the House to set up a special committee. 


And after further Debate, the question being put on the main motion; it was 
agreed to. 


By unanimous consent, the House reverted to “Motions” under ‘Routine 
Proceedings”.

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Mr. Cleaver, from the Sessional Committee on Railways and Shipping 
owned, operated and controlled by the Government, presented the Third Report 
of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Pursuant to the Orders of Reference of the House of April 24, 1952, this 
Committee had before it for consideration the following: 


1. The Annual Reports for 1951 of the Canadian National Railways System, 
the Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited, and the Auditors’ 
Report to Parliament in respect of the Canadian National Railways System, and 
the Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited. 


2. The Annual Report of the Trans-Canada Air Lines for the calendar year 
1951, and the Auditors’ Report to Parliament for the calendar year 1951, in 
respect of Trans-Canada Air Lines. 


3. The Annual Report of the Canadian National Railways Securities Trust 
for 1951. 


4. The Budgets of the Canadian National Railways, the Canadian National 
(West Indies), Steamships, Limited, and the Trans-Canada Air Lines for the 
calendar year 1952. 


5. Vote 485—Prince Edward Island Car Ferry and Terminals—Deficit. 


6. Vote 486—Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited— 
Deficit. 


7. Vote 493—Maritime Freight Rates Act—payment of 20% reduction in 
tariff of tolls to Canadian National Railway and other Railways operating in 
territory fixed by the Act. 
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Your Committee held five meetings, during which the above-named matters 
were considered and evidence adduced thereon. 

The Annual Report of the Canadian National Railways for 1951 discloses a 
net income of $31,783,119.00. However, interest on the Funded Debt to the 
public amounted to $23,467,703.00, and interest on Government loans amounted 
to $23,347,412.00, bringing about a deficit of $15,031,996.00. The said Annual 
Report was adopted. 

The Annual Report of the Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, 
Limited for 1951 discloses a net operating deficit of $31,576.00 as compared with 
a net operating deficit of $601,432.00 in 1950, and after payment of interest on 
bonds held by the public and on Government advances there was an over-all 
deficit of $466,992.00 as compared with $1,028,767.00 in 1950. The balance in 
the Vessel Replacement Fund at the end of 1951 was $4,685,337.00 as compared 
with $4,313,638.00 at the year end in 1950. The Insurance Fund balance was 


$2,046,654.00 against a balance of $1,772,458.00 at the end of 1950. The said 


Annual Report was adopted. 

The Annual Report of Trans-Canada Air Lines for 1951 shows a surplus of 
$3,843,726.00 for the North American Services as compared with a surplus of 
$201,206.00 in 1950, and a surplus of $47,231.00 for Trans-Canada Air Lines 
(Atlantic) Limited as compared with a deficit of $1,526,412.00 for the year 
1950. The said Annual Report was adopted. 

The Auditors’ Report to Parliament with respect to the Canadian National 
Railways System, the Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited and 
the Trans-Canada Air Lines, also the Annual Report of the Canadian National 
Railways Securities Trust for the calendar year 1951, were severally considered 
and adopted. 

The Financial Budgets of the Canadian National Railways, the Canadian 
National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited, and the Trans-Canada Air Lines 
for the calendar year 1952 were examined and adopted. 

The items of the Estimates for the year ending March 31, 1953, being votes 
485, 486 and 493 were considered and approved, and reported to the House by 
‘the Second Report of your Committee presented to the House on May 5, 1952. 

The task of your Committee was greatly facilitated by the valuable assist- 
ance of Mr. Donald Gordon, C.M.G., LL.D., Chairman of the Board of Directors 
and President of the Canadian National Railways; Mr. S. F. Dingle, Vice- 
President, Mr. T. H. Cooper, Vice-President and Mr. T. V. Gracey, Comptroller, 
all of the Canadian National Railways; and Mr. G. R. McGregor, President of 
Trans-Canada Air Lines. 


A copy of the evidence adduced in respect of the matters referred is 
appended hereto.

INCOME TAX ACT 


Resolved, That it is expedient to introduce a measure to amend the Income 
Tax Act and to provide, amongst other things: 


1. That for the 1953 and subsequent taxation years there be substituted 
for the graduated rates of tax and the defence surtax that are at present applic- 
able to the income of individuals, the following graduated rates of tax: 

(a) 17% of the amount taxable if the amount taxable does not exceed 

$1,000, 

(b) $170 plus 19% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$1,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $1,000 and does not exceed 
$2,000, 

(c) $360 plus 22% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$2,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $2,000 and does not exceed $4,000, 
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(d) $800 plus 25% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$4,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $4,000 and does not exceed $6,000, 


(e) $1,300 plus 30% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$6,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $6,000 and does not exceed $8,000, 


(f) $1,900 plus 35% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$8,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $8,000 and does not exceed 
$10,000, 

(g) $2,600 plus 40% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$10,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $10,000 and does not exceed 
$12,000, 

(h) $3,400 plus 45% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$12,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $12,000 and does not exceed 
$15,000, 

(i) $4,750 plus 50% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$15,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $15,000 and does not exceed 
$25,000, 

(j) $9,750 plus 55% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$25,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $25,000 and does not exceed 
$35,000, 

(k) $15,250 plus 60% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$35,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $35,000 and does not exceed 
$50,000, 

(1) $24,250 plus 65% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$50,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $50,000 and does not exceed 
$75,000, 

(m) $40,500 plus 70% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$75,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $75,000 and does not exceed 
$100,000, 

(n) $58,000 plus 75% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$100,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $100,000 and does not exceed 
$150,000, 

(0) $95,500 plus 80% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$150,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $150,000 and does not exceed 
$250,000, 

(p) $175,500 plus 86% of the amount by which the amount taxable exceeds 
$250,000 if the amount taxable exceeds $250,000. 


2. That for the 1952 taxation year the graduated rates of tax applicable to 
income of individuals be the average of the present rates (including defence 
surtax) and the rates set out in paragraph 1. 


3. That with respect to income of corporations earned on and after January 
1, 1952, the present rate of tax shall be increased from 15 per cent to 20 per 
cent on the first $10,000 of taxable income and from 38 per cent to 50 per cent 
on taxable income in excess of $10,000, and that the defence surtax be repealed. 


4. That there may be deducted from the amount of income tax otherwise 
payable by a corporation for a taxation year in respect of income earned on and 
after January 1, 1952, 


(a) the amount of income tax payable to the government of a province for 
that taxation year in respect of income earned on and after January 1, 
1952, as a result of its operations in that province, or 
(b) 5 per cent of the taxable income of the corporation of that taxation 
year under the Income Tax Act that is earned on and after January 1, 
1952 as a result of its operations in that province, 
whichever is less. 
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5. That for the 1952 and subsequent taxation years the maximum amount 
in respect of medical expenses that may be deducted in computing taxable 
income be increased 

(a) to $2000 in the case of a person who may at present deduct a maximum 

of $1000, 

(b) to $1500 in the case of a person who may at present deduct a maximum 

of $750, and 

(c) to $500 for each dependent in respect of whom a maximum of $250 

may at present be deducted, 
subject to a maximum deduction of $2000 by a husband and wife between 
them or by a person in respect of all his dependents; and that there be included 
in the medical expenses that may be deducted in computing taxable income 
those medical expenses that at present are not included by reason only that 
they were not incurred in the appropriate twelve-month period in which they 


were paid. 


6. That Crown Corporations that are classed as proprietary corporations 
in The Financial Administration Act shall pay tax on income earned on and 
after January 1, 1952. 


7. That the special deduction from income to a taxpayer whose principal 
business is the production, refining or marketing of petroleum or petroleum 
products or the exploring or drilling for oil or natural gas or mining or explor- 
ing for minerals, be allowed for expenses incurred in the 1955 operations on 
the same basis as for expenses incurred in the operations in the years 1951 to 
1954. 


8. That the special deduction from income and taxes of a taxpayer whose 
principal business is production, refining or marketing of petroleum or drilling 
for petroleum be allowed for expenses incurred in respect of deep-test oil wells 
in 1953 operations on the same basis as for similar expenses in operations of 
the years 1950 to 1952. 


9. That the exemption of the income from a metalliferous or industrial 
mineral mine for the first three years of production now applicable to mines 
coming into production during the years 1946 to 1954 be extended to mines 
coming into production during the year 1955. 


10. That a corporation resident in Canada whose gross revenue for a taxa- 
tion year ending on or after January 1, 1952 derived from the distribution to 
or generation for distribution to the public of electrical energy, gas or steam 
is more than one-half its total gross revenue for the same period shall be 
entitled to a deduction from the tax otherwise payable by it under the Income 
Tax Act to the extent necessary to reduce to 43% the rate of tax payable by 
the corporation under that Act on that part of its taxable income for that taxa- 
tion year that is derived on and after January 1, 1952 from such distribution 


or generation. 


EXCISE TAX ACT 


Resolved, That it is expedient to introduce a measure to amend the Excise 
Tax Act and to provide: — 


1. That the excise tax on goods enumerated in Schedule I of the Act that 
are at present subject to the rate of twenty-five per cent be reduced to fifteen 
per cent. 
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2. That the excise tax on furs and articles manufactured of fur be reduced 
from twenty-five per cent to fifteen per cent. 


3. That the excise tax on soft drinks be reduced from thirty per cent to 
fifteen per cent and that there be assessed, levied and collected an excise tax 
of fifteen per cent on preparations for household use in making soft drinks. 


4. That the excise tax on stoves, washing machines and refrigerators be 
repealed. 


5. That the excise tax on carbonic acid gas be reduced from fifty cents to 
twenty-five cents per pound. 


6. That the excise tax on cigarettes be reduced from two and three-quarter 
cents to two cents for each five or fraction of five cigarettes contained in each 
package. 


7. That the excise tax on manufactured tobacco be changed from five cents 
per ounce or fraction of an ounce to eighty cents per pound. 


8. That the excise tax on Canadian raw leaf tobacco be reduced from one 
and one-quarter cents per ounce or fraction of an ounce to eight cents per 
pound. 


9. That the sales tax on the following goods be repealed: 

(a) drinks prepared from milk or eggs; 

(b) preserved fruits; 

(c) cooking oils and salad oils but not including mayonnaise or salad 
dressing; 

(d) baling wire for baling farm produce; 

(e) steel pens for farm animals; 

(f) preservatives for use exclusively in treating nets, ropes and lines used 
in the fishing industry; 

(g) clays and earth for use exclusively as filtering materials in the refining 
of petroleum oils; 

(h) goods enumerated in Customs Tariff items 41la, 437, 476b. 


10. That any enactment founded upon this Resolution be deemed to have 
come into force on the ninth day of April nineteen hundred and fifty-two. 


EXCISE ACT 


Resolved, That it is expedient to introduce a measure to amend the Excise 
Act, 1934 and to provide: — 


1. That the duty of excise on spirits distilled from wine produced from 
native fruits and used in the treatment of domestic wine be repealed. 


2. That the duty of excise on spirits used directly in the manufacture of 
goods subject to excise tax under Schedule I of the Excise Tax Act be repealed. 


3. That the duty of excise on beer or malt liquor brewed in whole or in part 
from any substance other than malt be reduced from forty-five cents to forty- 
two cents per gallon. 


4. That any enactment founded upon this Resolution be deemed to have 
come into force on the ninth day of April nineteen hundred and fifty-two.

during the second world war otherwise than at sea to count such service for 
the purposes of the Civil Service Superannuation Act notwithstanding that the 
time for election to count such service has expired; and to amend the Senate 
and House of Commons Act to make the provision respecting the eligibility of 
servicemen to sit as members of the House of Commons consistent with the 
provisions of The Canada Elections Act.

Vote 420—Emergency Shelter Administration; 

Vote 421—To provide for the expenses incurred by Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation in constructing and supervising construction of married 
quarters, schools and related services on behalf of the Department of National 
Defence; 

Vote 557—To provide for advances to Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation for the purposes of subsection one of section 34 of the National 
Housing Act, 1944, in respect of housing projects for veterans, housing projects 
at Deep River, Ontario, for sale to Atomic Energy of Canada, Limited, and 
housing projects at Gander, Newfoundland, for sale or rental. 


Mr. Ashbourne, from the Standing Committee on Marine and Fisheries, 
presented the Third Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


Pursuant to its Order of Reference, your Committee, during the course of 
eight meetings has examined and inquired into the proposed tripartite Inter- 
national Convention for the High Seas Fisheries of the North Pacific Ocean, 
and has heard evidence on the said Convention from six witnesses, as follows: 


1. Mr. Stewart Bates, Deputy Minister of Fisheries; 
2. Mr. C. G. O’Brien, Manager, Fisheries Council of Canada; 
3. Mr. K. Fraser, Fisheries Association of British Columbia; 
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4. Mr. Homer Stevens, Secretary-Treasurer, United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers’ Union, Vancouver, B.C.; 

5. Mr. S. V. Ozere, Director of Legal Service, Department of Fisheries; and 

6. Mr. J. P. Erichsen-Brown, Legal Division, Department of External 
Affairs. 


In addition, the Honourable R. W. Mayhew, Minister of Fisheries, addressed 
your Committee. 


Your Committee wishes to express its appreciation of the help and co-opera- 
tion of all who were in attendance or made written representations to the 
Committee. 


In its considerations, your Committee had foremost in mind: 


1. The immediate and future great importance of this Convention to the 
Pacific Coast fishing industry in particular, as well as to the Canadian 
fishing industry as a whole; and 

2. The necessity for the conservation and preservation of the fish resources 
in the light of increasing demands for food sources, advanced fishing 
methods, and encouraging the greatest possible measure of employment. 


Your Committee was also aware of the great importance of further extend- 
ing improved international co-operation and goodwill so that in the near future 
such matters as the territorial waters’ limits, after thorough study and investi- 
gation, may be resolved. 


Your Committee, therefore, unanimously recommends that the House do 
approve the proposed International Convention for the High Seas Fisheries 
of the North Pacific Ocean, negotiated by Canada, Japan, and the United States 
of America at Tokyo in December, 1951. 


A copy of the Minutes of Proceedings and Evidence of the Committee is 
appended.

Mr. Viau, for Mr. Harris (Grey-Bruce), from the Special Committee 
appointed to consider the Readjustment of the Representation in the House 
of Commons, presented the Second Report of the said Committee, which is 
as follows: — 


Pursuant to the Order of Reference of the House of Monday, April 21, 1952, 
your Committee has given careful consideration to the question as to whether 
or not the said readjustment should be made in strict accord with the rules 
presently set out in the British North America Acts, 1867 to 1951, and the other 
statutes in that behalf. 


Your Committee is of the ovinion that it is desirable, and it so recommends, 
that the representation of the Provinces in the House of Commons shall be in 
accordance with the rules presently set out in the British North America Acts, 
1867 to 1951, and the other statutes in that behalf, PROVIDED HOWEVER: 


(a) That the representation of any Province on the re-adjustment of 
the representation of the Provinces on the completion of each decennial 
census including that for the year 1951 shall not be reduced by more than 
15% below the representation to which such province was entitled under 
rules 1 to 4, inclusive, in subsection (1) of section 51 of the British North 
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America Act at the last preceding readjustment of the representation of 
the province; and that there shall be no reduction in the representation of 
any province as a result of which that province would have a smaller num- 
ber of Members than that of any other province which, according to the 
regults of the then last decennial census, did not have a larger population; 
and 

(b) That there shall be assigned separately two Members instead of 
one to the Yukon and Northwest Territories or any part thereof, and that 
the total number of Members as provided by the aforesaid section 51 of 
the British North America Act and the Terms of Union between Canada and 
Newfoundland from time to time be increased or decreased accordingly. 


Therefore, your Committee further recommends that in order to carry out 
the unanimous opinion of the Committee it is advisable to pass an Act to repeal 
and re-enact, with alterations, Section 51 of the British North America Act as 
set out in the following proposed draft Bill: 


“An Act to amend the British North America Acts, 1867 to 1951 
with respect to the readjustment of representation in the House of 
Commons.” 


Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 
1. Section fifty-one of the British North America Act, 1867, as enacted by 
the British North America Act, 1946, is repealed and the following substituted 
therefor: 

“51. (1) Subject as hereinafter provided, the number of members of 
the House of Commons shall be two hundred and_ sixty-three and the 
representation of the provinces therein shall forthwith upon the coming 
into force of this section and thereafter on the completion of each decennial 
census be readjusted by such authority, in such manner, and from such 
time as the Parliament of Canada from time to time provides, subject and 
according to the following rules: 


1. There shall be assigned to each of the provinces a number of 
members computed by dividing the total population of the provinces 
by two hundred and sixty-one and by dividing the population of each 
province by the quotient so obtained, disregarding, except as herein- 
after in this section provided, the remainder, if any, after the said 
process of division. 


2. If the total number of members assigned to all the provinces 
pursuant to rule one is less than two hundred and sixty-one, additional 
members shall be assigned to the provinces (one to a province) having 
remainders in the computation under rule one commencing with the 
province having the largest remainder and continuing with the other 
provinces in. the order of magnitude of their respective remainders 
until the total number of members assigned is two hundred and 


sixty-one. 


3. Notwithstanding anything in this section, if upon completion of 
a computation under rules one and two, the number of members to be 
assigned to a province is less than the number of senators representing 
the said province, rules one and two shall cease to apply in respect of 
the said province, and there shall be assigned to the said province a. 
number of members equal to the said number of senators. 
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4. In the event that rules one and two cease to apply in respect of 
a province then, for the purpose of computing the number of members 
to be assigned to the provinces in respect of which rules one and two 
continue to apply, the total population of the provinces shall be reduced 
by the number of the population of the province in respect ofpwhich 
rules one and two have ceased to apply and the number two hundred 


and sixty-one shall be reduced by the number of members assigned 
to such province pursuant to rule three. 


5. On any such readjustment the number of members for any 
province shall not be reduced by more than fifteen per cent below the 
representation to which such province was entitled under rules one 
to four of this subsection at the last preceding readjustment of the 
representation of that province, and there shall be no reduction in the 
representation of any province as a result of which that province would 
have a smaller number of members than any other province that accord- 
ing to the results of the then last decennial census did not have a larger 
population; but for the purposes of any subsequent readjustment of 
representation under this section any increase in the number of 
members of the House of Commons resulting from the application of this 
rule shall not be included in the divisor mentioned in rules one to four 
of this subsection. 


6. Such readjustment shall not take effect until the termination of 
the then existing Parliament. 


(2) The Yukon Territory as constituted by chapter forty-one of the 


Statutes of Canada, 1901, shall be entitled to one member, and such other 
part of Canada not comprised within a province as may from time to time 
be defined by the Parliament of Canada shall be entitled to one member”. 


2. This Act may be cited as the British North America Act, 1952, and the 
British North America Acts 1867 to 1951 and this Act may be cited together 
as the British North America Acts 1867 to 1952”.

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RED DEER consisting of townships thirty-one (31) to thirty-nine (39) 
inclusive, in ranges twenty-four (24) west of the fourth meridian to range 
two (2) inclusive, west of the fifth meridian; townships thirty-one (31) to 
forty (40) inclusive lying between the west boundary of the province of Alberta 
and the east boundary of range three (3) west of the fifth meridian; townships 
forty-one (41) to forty-six (46) inclusive, in ranges seven (7) to eighteen (18) 
inclusive west of the fifth meridian lying west of the left bank of the North 
Saskatchewan river and south of the left bank of Blackstone river to its con- 
fluence with Brazeau river, and south of the left bank of said Brazeau river 
therefrom to its confluence with said North Saskatchewan river.

3. GRAND FALLS-WHITE BAY-LABRADOR consisting of the Districts 
of White Bay, Green Bay, and Grand Falls, and all the territory within 
a radius of five miles of the Railway Station at Gander, together with the 
Coast of Labrador and the Islands adjacent thereto. (No change in boundaries). 


4. HUMBER-ST. GEORGE’S consisting of the Districts of St. George’s Port 
au Port, Humber, and St. Barbe, and all the unorganized territory bounded on 
the North by the District of Humber, on the East by the District of Grand Falls, 
on the South by the District of Burgeo and LaPoile, and on the West by the 


District of St. George’s-Port au Port. (No change). 


5. ST. JOHN’S EAST consisting of the District of Harbour Main-Bell 
Island and that part of the Province bounded as follows, that is to say: By 
a line commencing at a point where the centre line of Beck’s Cove Hill intersects 
the North shore of the Harbour of St. John’s, thence following the centre line 
of Beck’s Cove Hill to the centre of Duckworth Street, thence westerly along the 
centre line of Duckworth Street to the centre of Theatre Hill, hence following 
the centre line of theatre Hill to the centre of Carter’s Hill, thence following the 
centre line of Carter’s Hill and Carter’s Street to the centre of Freshwater 
Road, thence following the centre line of Freshwater Road to its intersection 
with the centre of Kenmount Road, and thence along the centre line of 
Kenmount Road to its intersection with the North Eastern boundary of the 
District of Harbour Main-Bell Island, thence along the said North Eastern 
boundary of the District of Harbour Main-Bell Island to the shore of Conception 
Bay and thence following the coastline around Cape St. Francis and on to the 
Narrows of St. John’s Harbour and continuing along by the North Shore of 
St. John’s Harbour to a point on the North Shore of the said Harbour intersected 
by the centre line of Beck’s Cove Hill, the point of commencement. (No change). 


6. ST. JOHN’S WEST consisting of the Districts of Placentia and St. Mary’s 


Ferryland, and The Iona Islands in the District of Placentia West, and that part 
of the Province bounded as follows, that is to say: By a line commencing at 
the Motion Head of Petty Harbour and running in a straight line to the Northern 
Goulds Bridge (locally known as Doyle’s Bridge) thence following the centre 
line of Doyle’s Road to Short’s Road, thence in a straight line to a point one 
mile west of Quigley’s, thence in a straight line to the point where the North 
Eastern Boundary of the District of Harbour Main-Bell Island intersects Ken- 
mount Road, thence along the centre line of Kenmount Road and Freshwater 
Road to Carter’s Street, thence down the centre line of Carter’s Street and 
Carter’s Hill to Theatre Hill and thence along the centre line of said Theatre 
Hill to the centre line of Duckworth Street and thence easterly along the centre 
line of Duckworth Street to the top of Beck’s Cove Hill, thence from the centre 
line of said Beck’s Cove Hill to the shore of St. J ohn’s Harbour and thence fol- 
lowing the shore of St. John’s Harbour and, passing through the Narrows by the 
North of Fort Amherst and thence following the coastline Southerly to the 
Motion Head of Petty Harbour, the point of commencement. 


7. TRINITY-CONCEPTION consisting of the Districts of Trinity North, 
Trinity South, Carbonear-Bay de Verde, Harbour Grace, and Port de Grave. 


(No change). 
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YUKON TERRITORY 


There shall be in the Yukon Territory one electoral district named and 
described as follows, which shall return one member: 


YUKON: consisting of the Yukon Territory as bounded and described in the 
Schedule to Chapter 41 of the Statutes of Canada 1901. 


NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 


There shall be in the Northwest Territories one electoral district named and 
described as follows, which shall return one member: 


MACKENZIE RIVER: consisting of the District of Mackenzie as bounded 
and described in Order-in-Council number six hundred and fifty-five (655) 
dated the sixteenth day of March nineteen hundred and eighteen, which reads 
as follows: 


The Provisional District of Mackenzie bound on the west by the Yukon 
Territory; on the south by the parallel of the sixtieth degree of north lati- 
tude; on the east by the second meridian in the system of Dominion Land 
surveys as the same may be hereafter defined in accordance with the said 
system, and on the north by the continental shore of the Arctic Ocean.

Mr. Cleaver, from the Standing Committee on Banking and Commerce, 
presented the Sixth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows: — 


Pursuant to the Orders of Reference of the House of March 24, 1952, this 
Committee had before it for consideration the Annual Report and the Financial 
Statements of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation for the year ended 
December 31, 1951. 


Your Committee held 13 meetings during which the above-named matters 
were considered and evidence adduced thereon. 


The Annual Report of Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation shows 
that the credit balance in the Reserve Fund of the Corporation as at December 
31, 1950 was $5,000,000.00. During the year 1951 the Corporation earned an 
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operating income of $3,144,037.02, as compared with $2,861,998.88 in 1950. The 
Report also discloses the fact that sales of properties realized $9,843,062.96, 
making a total net income of $12,987,099.98 which has been transferred to the 
credit of the Receiver General of Canada, leaving a credit balance of 
$5,000,000.00 in the Reserve Fund of Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
as at December 31, 1951. 


Your Committee recommends that Section 12, which now provides that the 
land acquired and cleared under the powers contained in that section shall be 
sold by the municipality to a limited dividend housing corporation or a life 
insurance company which has agreed to construct thereon a rental housing 
project under the provisions of Section 9 or Section 11 of The National Housing 
Act, should be amended to permit the sale of the said land also to the joint 
housing partnership Federal-Provincial, authorized by Section 35 of The 
National Housing Act. 


Your Committee further recommends that Section 12 be amended to permit 
the land cleared of buildings under the provisions of this section to be used for 
commercial or other purposes, providing the municipality makes available to a 
limited dividend company or a life insurance company which has agreed to 
construct thereon a rental housing project under the provisions of Section 9 or 
Section 11 of The National Housing Act, or the federal-provincial partnership 
Section 35, an area of land sufficient for the construction of a housing project 
containing at least the same number housing units as those demolished.

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Mr. Croll, from the Special Committee on Defence Expenditure, presented 
the Third and Final Report of the said Committee, which is as follows: — 


The Committee was appointed by a resolution of the House adopted on 
April 3, 1952, reading as follows: 

“That a Select Committee be appointed to examine all expenditure 
of public moneys for national defence and all commitments for expendi- 
ture for national defence since March 31, 1950, and to report from time 
to time their observations and opinions thereon, and in particular, what, 
if any, economies consistent with the execution of the policy decided by 
the government may be effected therein, with power to send for persons, 
papers and records and to examine witnesses; and that notwithstanding 
Standing Order 65, the Committee shall consist of twenty-six Members 
to be designated by the House at a later date.” 


The first meeting of the Committee was held on April 8, 1952, and 18 
meetings were held subsequently, the last on June 12 1952: 


The Committee examined numerous witnesses from the Department of 
National Defence and the Department of Defence Production. These included 
from the Department of National Defence, Mr. C. M. Drury, Deputy Minister 
and Mr. E. B. Armstrong, Assistant Deputy Minister (Finance); and from the 
Department of Defence Production, Mr. M. W. Mackenzie, the then Deputy 
Minister; Mr. T. N. Beaupre, Assistant Deputy Minister; Na: Ke Os Grants 
Director of Mechanical Equipment Division; Mr. E. V. Rippingille, Jr. Director 
Aircraft Division; Mr. H. R. Malley, Director Ammunition Division; Mr. Wm. 
Cunningham, Deputy Director Shipbuilding Division, Mr. W. J. W. Reid 
Director, Gun Division. In addition, the Committee examined Mr. Angus 
McGugan, a Commissioner of the Canadian Maritime Commission and Mr. 
D. B. Mansur, President of Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. 


The witnesses were assisted by numerous other officials who attended 
the meetings as required. 


The work of the Committee was assisted by a Sub-Committee on Agenda 
consisting of the Chairman, and Messrs. E. T. Applewhaite, R. O. Campney, 
J. Dickey, P. Gauthier (Portneuf), D. S. Harkness, J. M. Macdonnell, A. M. 
Stewart (Winnipeg North), and R. Thomas. Nine meetings of the Sub-Com- 
mittee on Agenda were held and six reports were made. 


At its first meeting the Committee passed a resolution recommending that 
the minutes of proceedings and evidence of the special committee on Defence 
Expenditure appointed at the second session 1951, together with all papers 
and records laid before it, be referred to the Committee.

In addition to having at its disposal these documents tabled with the 
Special Committee on Defence Expenditure of the Second Session of 1951, the 
Department of National Defence revised to January 31, 1952, and tabled with 
the Committee all the appendices mentioned above with the exception of 
appendices F and N, comprising thirty-nine pages in the printed minutes and 
proceedings. Appendix F was complete in itself and the Department of 
Defence Production expanded and elaborated appendix N. The revised 
document, “Canadian Defence Orders, April 1950 to January 1952’, contained 
46 pages and set out 507 orders with a value of over $1,300,000,000, covering 
the principal items of operational equipment ordered by the Canadian Com- 
mercial Corporation and the Department of Defence Production on behalf of 
the Department of National Defence in the period April IL, WHO io) dieiawieray Siil- 
1952. 


Mr. E. B. Armstrong, Assistant Deputy Minister (Finance), of the Depart- 
ment of National Defence, gave a detailed explanation of the Control and 
Accounting of Materiel and Stores in the Department of National Defence. 
In addition, the Committee requested and obtained documents containing 
detailed information regarding thefts, frauds, fires and other write-offs in the 
Navy, Army and Air Force during the fiscal years 1950-51 and 1951-52. These 
documents contained a total of 182 pages of relevant information. 


All information sought by the Committee was obtained except that no 
action was taken with regard to the following matters: 


Component parts of certain fighter aircraft, ships and armament 
considered secret. 


Capital assistance 


Mr. T. N. Beaupre, Assistant Deputy Minister, Department of Defence 
Production, gave evidence regarding the policy of the Department in adminis- 


tering capital assistance funds for the construction or acquisition of Crown- 
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owned buildings, machinery and equipment for the production of defence 
supplies, in cases where the required facilities are not available elsewhere in 
Canada; and tabled with the Committee a summary of all capital assistance 
contracts together with the individual contracts, except a small number classi- 
fied for security reasons. 


A great number of other documents were tabled and printed as appendices, 
and oral statements made in reply to specific requests and questions. 


Control and Accounting of Materiel and Stores 
in the Department of National Defence 


The Committee called Mr. E. B. Armstrong, Assistant Deputy Minister 
(Finance), of the Department of National Defence, to give an account of the 
systems for control and accounting of materiel and stores in the Department. 


Mr. Armstrong first gave a general description of the procedures in use at 
the five naval depots, at the four central ordnance depots of the army, and at 
the four air force supply depots, and then outlined the responsibilities of the 
following five main divisions into which a section is divided: 


the stock control section 
the warehousing section 
the receipt and issue section 


the technical services section

the stocktaking section 


The witness then outlined the system of unit control of stores in each 
Service and in this respect the procedure and methods used by the Navy were 
discussed in detail. 


The witness outlined the procedure of stocktaking for permanent stores, 
consumable stores, armament stores and navy victualling and the system in 
use for navy dockyard cost accounting. 


The Committee also heard a report on the system of control in the army 
the air force dealing with expendable stores, non-expendable stores, food- 
stuffs, spare parts, fuel, gasoline and lubricants, dental stores, materials and 
supplies, and medical stores and equipment. 


A detailed explanation of the organization, personnel and responsibilities 
of the Chief Auditor’s Branch of the Department of National Defence, and 
the write-off procedure being used by the Department was given by the witness. 


Write-offs due to Theft, Fire and Other Causes 


The Committee examined documents tabled by the Department showing 
detailed write-offs during the fiscal years 1950-51 and 1951-52, analysed by 
losses due to theft or fraud, and fire or other causes. 
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The losses (less recoveries) for the two fiscal years as reported in these 
documents are as follows:

In the above-mentioned write-offs of the Royal Canadian Navy totalling 
$1,171,104.65 is included $1,055,000 covering aircraft attrition during the years 
covered. Similarly the figures for the R.C.A.F. of $576,588.36 include $303,617 
covering operational damage to two aircraft. 


During the same period that these losses occurred surpluses were taken on 
charge as the result of stocktakings amounting to $643,193.09. 


Two major fires, one at No. 26 C.O.D. Ottawa on June 2, 1951, and the 
other at No. 6 Repair Depot, R.C.A.F., Trenton, on January 2, 1952, accounted 
for $3,036,420.26 of the $5,205,970.54 losses due to fire in all three Services. 


Fire Losses 


The fire losses at the No. 26 C.O.D. at Ottawa and at No. 6 Repair Depot 
R.C.A.F. at Trenton were examined in detail. In its examination the Committee 
was provided with the findings and recommendations of the Courts of Inquiry 
that investigated these losses and such other information as they required. The 
Committee made a physical inspection of No. 26 Central Ordnance Depot in the 
course of its examination of the fire losses at that depot. 


The causes of the fires at No. 26 C.O.D. Ottawa, on June 2, 1951, and at No. 
6 Repair Depot R.C.A.F., Trenton, on January 2, 1952, are both unknown. 
Evidence was given that the Department of National Defence had taken steps 
to provide such improvements in fire protection measures as the investigation 
of these fires indicated to be desirable, but not all measures recommended had 
been fully completed. 


Farnham Camp 


The Committee also examined in detail the losses by theft at Farnham 
Camp that occurred in 1949, and the following evidence was given: 


(a) The camp was established in 1941. 


(b) It consisted of temporary buildings with an estimated life of ten years 
to provide services for a tent camp. 

(c) The original cost of the camp, including clearing, excavation services, 
etc., was $96,344.40. The depreciated value in 1949, based on the life 
expectancy of ten years, was $9,634.44. 

(d) There were 214 buildings in the camp. Thirty-one of these huts were 
stolen. Twenty-six of the huts stolen were recovered. In addition to 


the huts, some used engineer stores were stolen. The estimated value 
of the theft is $5,354.11, of which the amount recovered was $1,803.50, 


leaving a net loss of $3,551.61. 
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(e) The two civilian caretakers at the camp were directly implicated in the 
theft. 


(f) The engineer corps was responsible for conducting periodic checks of 
the camp and in some instances failed to report thefts to the 
appropriate authorities. The officer concerned was not formally 
disciplined because the seriousness of this omission was mitigated by 
the heavy work load falling on this officer during the period in question. 


(g) The Court of Inquiry found that absolute security of the camp would 
have entailed the employment of sixteen men on a full-time basis at 
estimated cost of $24,000 a year. 


(h) One hundred and eighty-three of the buildings at the camp were 
disposed of through Crown Assets Corporation in 1950. The sale price 
was $4,840, an average of approximately $26 per hut. 


Canadian Defence Orders, April 1950 to January 1952. 


The Committee examined Exhibit A entitled “Canadian Defence Orders”, 
containing a forty-six page listing of 507 orders, with a total value of 
$1,300,000,000 of selected items of operational equipment placed by the Canadian 
Commercial Corporation and the Department of Defence Production on behalf 
of the Department of National Defence in the period April 1, 1950 to January 31, 
1952. In accordance with the first report of the Sub-Committee on Agenda the 
first portion of this exhibit to be discussed was the section containing 108 items 
dealing with tanks, self-propelled weapons and other military vehicles. 


A composite item relating to aircraft, amounting to $668,962,840, was not 
inquired into for reasons of security. 


Vehicles 


The Committee was given an outline of the problems involved and the 
policy followed in procurement of the three basic types of operational vehicles 
in the Canadian program. 


The Committee was given an outline of the problems involved and the 
policy followed in procurement of the three basic types of operational vehicles 
in the Canadian program. 


The Committee learned that the three types referred to were intended for 
field forces, and incorporated special characteristics in their wiring, their frames 
and motors, and their general construction which made them suitable for 
combat purposes. The witnesses stated that the Department of National Defence 
does, so far as possible, purchase vehicles of commercial design for normal 
administrative peacetime use in Canada, but the items under consideration 
were not intended for normal administrative use, but rather for field use. 


Other vehicle contracts discussed in detail by the Committee dealt with 
25-, 30-, and 50-ton transporters, buses, flamethrowers, trailers and tanks. 


Armament and Ammunition 
The Committee heard evidence on 312 items dealing with the subject of 
armament and ammunition purchases. 


Expenditures for a great variety of arms and ammunition were considered 
in detail by the Committee, including small arms and machine guns under -60 
calibre (or 15:2 mm.); artillery and naval guns over -60 calibre; mortars and 
missile launchers; miscellaneous ordnance and related products; ammunition 
under -60 calibre; ammunition over :60 calibre; miscellaneous ammunition; 
bombs, components and related products. 
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The considerations of military function, economy and possible alternative 
sources of supply underlying decisions to purchase various items were outlined 
to the Committee. 


Aircraft 


The Committee examined the 21 orders included in the document ‘‘Canadian 
Defence Orders’’. 


Evidence was heard concerning types of aircraft and costs. Particular 
consideration was given to the costs of manufacturing the T33 and Harvard 
aircraft and various other items including helicopters and expeditors were 
examined. 


The Committee learned that a number of different types of military aircraft 
were being acquired by the United States from Canadian manufacturers. 


Ships 


The Committee heard evidence relating to the Naval shipbuilding pro- 
gramme in general and it was reviewed in the light of the 66 orders for 
this equipment listed in the “Canadian Defence Orders”. Information was 
made available concerning the uses, specifications and costs of a number of 
different types of vessels. Evidence was also heard in this connection on the 
terms of contracts and their method of negotiation. 


A member of the Maritime Commission was called and outlined to the 
Committee the Commission’s policy in recommending shipyards to undertake 
construction and repair work on behalf of the Federal Government. 


Basis of Procurement of Barrack Stores and Clothing 
Including Items for Mobilization 


The Committee received from the Deputy Minister of National Defence an 
explanation of the basis of procurement of barrack stores and equipment 
for the three services during the two year period under review. 


The Committee heard evidence that at the beginning of each fiscal year, 
the provisioning branches of the three services estimate the amount of the 
various items of stores which will be required in the following twelve month 
period. 


Such provisions are required: 
1. To fill present consumption. 
2. To replenish the operating stock. 


3. To cover the lead period (of nine months) during which orders have 
been placed but shipment has not been received. 


4. For mobilization stockpiles. 


It was given in evidence that the outbreak of the Korean war necessitated 
the outfitting of a new brigade on short notice with the result that the stocks 
of clothing, personal equipment and barrack stores were virtually exhausted. 
Consequently, it became necessary in 1950 to replace those depot stocks which 
had been consumed in these special circumstances. Moreover, from April 1, 
1950, to April 1, 1952, the total strength of the armed forces both active and 
reserve increased from 101,110 to 159,133. 


In 1951 it was decided to acquire stores, clothing and equipment to pro- 
vide for rapid mobilization in the event of war. Because of the urgency of 
the situation the quantities of a number of items for mobilization were cal- 
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culated by taking the total number of men to be brought in and multiplying 
this by the scale of issue of each item of equipment. In that connection the 
witness stated that a more precise calculation of the requirements of each of 
these items might have been achieved if in respect of each item a detailed study 
could have been made of the types and numbers and locations of all installations 
which would be needed in the event of a general mobilization, and on the 
basis of these detailed studies a calculation made of the stores required to 
operate each of the installations. However, in 1951, neither the time nor the 
staff was available for such an operation. Moreover it was pointed out that the 
plan for mobilization if it becomes necessary to implement it, must be very 
flexible, so that it is valid for an immediate mobilization or for one in the 
distant future, for one that takes place in summer or one that takes place in 
winter. 


Contract demands were raised covering these requirements and the Depart- 
ment of Defence Production proceeded to purchase the items. 


Evidence was given to indicate that because camp, barrack and hospital 
stores are all designed as nearly akin as possible to normal articles of com- 
mercial manufacture, the delivery of these items has been very much more 
rapid than the delivery of arms for which a much more limited capacity 
exists. It was pointed out that they do not, however, become obsolete, and 
if the requirement for holding mobilization stocks of these items disappears 
they can be taken into current use, reducing the need for procuring during 
the subsequent period further items for consumption. Generally speaking, with 
some exceptions most of the items would be consumed in a year to a year 
and a half of current operations at the present level. 


The Committee heard evidence that, since the original requisitions were 
placed, the Department of National Defence is continually reviewing its require- 
ments in the light of changing circumstances, with the result that in many 
cases adjustments in the orders have resulted. 


The Committee gave detailed consideration to some of the Department’s 
requisitions for such items of barrack stores and clothing as serving forks, 
teapots, rugs, carpets, lamps, suitcases and trunks, headgear, socks, footwear, 
battledress and coats. 


The evidence before the Committee with regard to the provision of 
boots and shoes may serve as a useful example of the considerations governing 
the provision of such stores. The Committee heard evidence that footwear was 
acquired on the basis of a predetermined rate of consumption which varies 
with the item and in some cases the service and that it covered a large number 
of items including boots and shoes, motorcyclist boots, flying boots, mukluks, 
overshoes, gym shoes, rubbers, etc. 


The witness outlined the requirements of boots and shoes for the three 
services for 1950-51 and 1951-52. In that connection he stated that the basis 
of the R.C.N. calculation for the active and reserve forces for 1950-51 are 
apparent from an examination of scales of issue for the various components of 
the force, and the consumption in footwear as calculated for each component, 
in conjunction with current strengths and new intake. 


First of all, in the R.C.N. active force, with a strength of 10,715, and a 
consumption rate of one pair of boots or shoes per man per year, the main- 
tenance or upkeep requirement was 10,715 pairs. The gross intake during the 
period was 2,762 men, and the scale of issue for new entries was three pairs 
per man, making an intake requirement of 8,286 pairs. Thus the Navy, active 
force, had a total requirement for 1950-51 of 10,715 plus 8,286, or 19,001 pairs 
of boots and shoes. 
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Relating the same factors for the Naval reserve force, it had a strength 
of 3,579 men and a footwear consumption rate of one per man per year, creating 
a maintenance requirement of 3,579 pairs. The gross new intake was 883 men 
who, provided with two pairs each, required 1,776 pairs. Thus the total 
requirements for the reserve force for 1950-51 was 3,579 plus 1,776, or 5,345 
pairs. 


The University Naval Training Divisions had a strength of 1,648 men, and 
a footwear consumption rate calculated, as for the reserve force, at one pair per 
man per year. The maintenance requirement, then, was 1,648 pairs. The 
gross intake for the period was 500 men, and new issues were made of 2 pairs 
per man, creating an intake requirement of 1,000 pairs. The total requirement, 
U.N.T.D., was thus 2,648 pairs. Finally the Royal Canadian Sea Cadets, with 
a strength of 10,000 members, are allowed a consumption rate of 25% of their 
strength, making the maintenance requirement 2,500 pairs. The gross intake was 
estimated at 5,000, and this, with a scale of issue on entry of one pair per 
member, called for 5,000 pairs. Thus the total for the Sea Cadets is 7,500 
pairs. 


These four totals of 19,001; 5,345; 2,648; and 7,500 add up to 34,494. The 
evidence further indicated that allowance must be made for distribution 
stocks of 10% of the gross intake requirement, which adds another 1,605 pairs; 
and 25% of this latest total (or 9,024) must be added in order to ensure a 
sufficient variety of sizes at each issuing point. The grand total, then, for 
1950-51, is 34,494 plus 1,605 plus 9,024, or 45,123 pairs. 


For 1951-52 a similar basis of computation produced a requirement of 
56,191 pairs. 


The mobilization stockpile for the Navy was computed at 108,000 pairs 
or roughly the equivalent of two years consumption at the current rate. 


Evidence was given to indicate that army requirements were based on 
the same type of calculations with two added elements. One year’s operating 
stock or 32,000 pairs of footwear required to be held in the Korean Theatre for 
the 25th C.1.B. Provision was made for this in the 1950-51 figures. A similar 
operating stock amounting to 21,000 pairs of footwear for the 27th C.I.B. 
based on a lower rate of consumption, was provided for in the 1951-52 
requirement. 


The total army requirement for 1950-51 as outlined by the witness 
amounted to 283,294 pairs of boots and shoes and for 1951-52, 358,016. ithe 
mobilization stockpile for the army was computed at 522,525 pairs of boots and 
shoes. 


Requirements for the R.C.A.F. based on calculation similar in type to those 
made by the other two services amounted to 83,003 pairs for 1950-51, and 
121,267 pairs for 1951-52. The requirement for mobilization stockpile was com- 
puted at 72,090 pairs. 


Construction 


The Committee heard a statement on the construction program of the 
Department of National Defence as carried out by Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing Corporation and Defence Construction Limited from Mr. D. B. Mansur, the 
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President of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. The relationship 
of these two corporations to each other and to the Department of National 
Defence was outlined, and the process of initiating action for needed construc- 
tion was described. 


The evidence indicated that the married quarters program for the three 
years 1949 to 1951 comprises 10,658 dwelling units and 31 schools for depen- 
dents, as well as the land development for these projects. 


The witness provided figures showing the amount of money committed for 
married quarters and other construction to date, and the amount of payments 
already made against such commitments. The total amount of money committed 
for married quarters construction to date is $110,886,000, of which payments 
to date have been made in the amount of $77,262,000. Contracts still to be 
awarded are estimated at $16,158,000. It was pointed out that about 16,000 
men or about 12% of what is considered the construction industry are employed 
on site at the present time on defence construction contracts of all kinds. 


The witness stated that married quarters are planned without frills to pro- 
duce maximum livable floor area at minimum cost, while maintaining a stan- 
dard of construction which compares favourably with other housing projects 
of a similar class built in Canada in the same period. Plans and specifications 
were described as a reasonable minimum in the light of circumstances. 


The witness stated that disagreements between Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation and the Department of National Defence are based chiefly 
on the latter’s unwillingness to authorize expenditures of money on certain 
items which the Corporation considers should be included. 


Evidence was given that schools for dependents being built for the Depart- 
ment of National Defence were about the equivalent of schools at present being 
built in urban communities across Canada. 


The Committee was informed that other military construction includes 
nearly every type of building, but the types which are most often repeated 
across the country are barrack blocks, messes, storage buildings, hangars and 
central heating systems. 


It was stated in evidence by Mr. Mansur that in his opinion the layout and 
specifications for barrack blocks and messes are of an adequate but not lavish 
standard of accommodation. 


University construction of men’s residences during the last ten years is of 
a class and kind considerably higher in quality than that being provided for 
the armed services. 


The Committee learned that payroll deductions are made against person- 
nel occupying married quarters. 


A copy of the minutes of proceedings and evidence adduced is tabled 
herewith, together with twenty-six Exhibits filed before the Committee.

Bill 182, An Act to amend The Veterans Benefit Act, 1951;

Your Committee also considered Bill No. 181, An Act respecting Allow- 
ances for War Veterans and Their Dependants, and has agreed to report the said 
Bill with an amendment. 


Your Committee considered certain other proposed amendments to Clauses 
3, 6 and 31 of the said Bill, but as these amendments would result in an 
increased charge upon the public, your Committee is of the opinion that it has 
‘no option, under the Rules of the House and the terms of its Order of Reference, 
but to report the said clauses without amendment. Your Committee would, 
however, recommend that the Government give consideration to the advisability 
of introducing the following amendments to Bill 181: 


1. That in paragraph (a) of subclause one of clause three the words ‘‘sixty- 
five” be deleted and the word “sixty” substituted therefor; 


2. That subclause one of clause six be amended by inserting after para- 
graph (h) the following: 
“(i) interest on bank deposits and bonds and dividends on shares in 
the capital stock of any company to the extent of twenty-five dollars 
per annum from all such sources;”’ 

and by relettering the present paragraph (i) as paragraph (j); 

3. That subclauses two and three of clause thirty-one be deleted and the 
following substituted therefor: 

“31. (2) Every person who, immediately prior to the coming into force 
of this Act, was in receipt of an allowance under The War Veterans’ 
Allowance Act, 1946, may be paid an additional allowance equal to 
the amount that he would have been eligible to receive under this 
Act in respect of the period between the first day of January, 
nineteen hundred and fifty-two, and the coming into force of this 
Act, if this Act, except section four, had been in force during that 
period, less any amount that he was eligible to receive under The 
War Veterans’ Allowance Act, 1946, in respect of that period. 


(3) Every person 
(a) who was awarded an allowance under The War Veterans’ 
Allowance Act, 1946, whose allowance was discontinued and 
was not being paid immediately prior to the coming into 
force of this Act, for the reason that the amount of his income 
rendered him ineligible for the allowance, or 


(b) who, prior to the coming into force of this Act, applied for 
an allowance under The War Veterans’ Allowance Act, 1946, 
but was not granted the allowance for the reason that the 
amount of his income rendered him ineligible for such an 
allowance, 
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may apply for and be granted an allowance in respect of the period 
between the first day of January, nineteen hundred and fifty-two, 
and the coming into force of this Act equal to the amount that he 
would have been eligible to receive under this Act in respect of that 
period if this Act, except section four, had been in force during that 
period, less any amount that he was eligible to receive under The 
War Veterans’ Allowance Act, 1946, in respect of that period.” 


Your Committee further recommends to the Government continued and 
sympathetic study of the needs and requirements of recipients of War Veterans’ 
Allowance, keeping in mind the recommendations of Veterans’ Organizations in 
that respect and particularly with regard to permissive income. 


A Reprint of Bill 181 has been ordered.

RULING OF MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. SPEAKER: On May 20th the Prime Minister requested me to consider 
Standing Order No. 60 and to give my opinion as to its proper construction. 
On June 4th and 16th there were discussions in the House on this Standing 
Order, which reads as follows: 


“If any motion be made in the house for any public aid or charge 
upon the people, the consideration and debate thereof may not be 
presently entered upon, but shall be adjourned till such further day as 
the house thinks fit to appoint; and then it shall be referred to a com- 
mittee of the whole House, before any resolution or vote of the House 
do pass thereupon”. 


All honourable Members who have taken part in the discussions agree that 
the motion that the Speaker do leave the Chair for the House to resolve itself 
into Committee of the Whole to consider a resolution preceding a money bill 
is debatable. In my opinion that is the correct view so long as sub-clause (a) 
of Standing Order No. 38 remains in its present form. 


The question on which there is some difference of opinion is the extent to 
which debate is to be allowed. This question was considered by Mr. Speaker 
Glen on the 23rd February, 1942 (Hansard p. 800). At that time he ruled that 
the debate should be directed to the negative of the motion and should be 
general with no reference to details. 


I should point out that the motion is for the Speaker to leave the Chair, 
etc. It is not a motion to adopt the resolution. However, under our present 
practice Members have been debating it as if it were such a motion. The Minis- 
ter makes an affirmative statement, frequently going into details, with the 
Speaker in the Chair, and other Members follow. The result is that a full dis- 
cussion of the resolution takes place at this stage. I am sure that is not the 
procedure contemplated by Standing Order No. 60, nor is it in accordance with , 
Mr. Speaker Glen’s ruling in which I concur. a 
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After giving this matter my careful consideration I have come to the 
conclusion that if there is no objection to the consideration of the resolution 
in Committee of the Whole, the motion that the Speaker do leave the Chair, 
should be put without debate. If any Members are opposed to the resolution, 
and do not think that it should even be considered in the Committee of the 
Whole, or if they require additional information before agreeing to the motion, 
they should be given an opportunity to speak on the motion. The Minister 
should then endeavour to answer the objections which have been raised and 
to give the information requested. 


Accordingly it is my opinion that the practice of the Minister opening 
the debate on the motion for the Speaker to leave the Chair for the House to 
consider in Committee of the Whole a resolution preceding a money bill should 
be discontinued. 


When the discussion on this subject was before the House the other night 
a number of Members expressed concern over the difficulty which the Speaker 
would have in keeping the debate within the limits of the above interpretation. 
I realize the difficulty but all I can do is to ask for the usual co-operation of 
all honourable Members.

By unanimous consent, the House reverted to “Presenting Reports by 
Standing and Special Committees’, under “Routine Proceedings”. 


Mr. Robinson then, from the Special Committee on the National Film 
Board, presented the Second and Final Report of the said Committee, which is 
as follows: — 


Your Committee was appointed by a resolution of the House of Commons 
on Wednesday, April 30th, 1952, to consider the operations of the National 
Film Board as set forth in its Annual Report. 


In the course of its deliberations, Your Committee has held six meetings 
including an inspection tour of the Board’s John Street (Ottawa) establish- 
ment. 


Mr. W. A. Irwin, Government Film Commissioner, presented to your Com- 
mittee an informative statement of the Board’s operations during the fiscal 
year 1950-51, as set forth in the Annual Report of the Board, and projected his 
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statement in so far as possible to include the operating results for 1951-52. Both 
the comprehensive report of the Film Commissioner and the said Annual Report 
were considered by your Committee. 


Your Committee is of the opinion that the production and distribution of 
films and other visual aids by the National Film Board are playing vital roles 
in developing a national consciousness in Canada and in projecting the image 
of Canada abroad, and commends the Board on its adherence to the principle 
of producing films designed primarily to interpret Canada to Canadians and 
to other nations. 


Your Committee was impressed by the production and distribution work 
of the Board on Royal Journey, the film record of the Canadian-U.S. tour of the 
then Princess Elizabeth and the Duke of Edinburgh. Because it is both an 
important Canadian historical document and a convincing portrait of Canada 
and her people, your Committee was gratified to learn that Royal Journey— 
in both English and French versions—was receiving wide Canadian and inter- 
national theatrical distribution and will be available for non-theatrical distri- 
bution. Your Committee commends the initiative of the Board in undertaking, 
in Royal Journey, the first feature-length film on the new Eastman colour 
stock. 


Your Committee inspected the production premises at John Street and 
found that these premises are unsuited to the purposes of the Board. Your 
Committee concurs in the recommendations made in Survey of Organization and 
Business Administration report of J. D. Woods and Gordon Limited in March 
1950 and by the Royal Commission on Development in the Arts, Letters and 
Sciences in 1951 that the headquarters’ work of the Board be centralized in one 
building designed and constructed especially to meet the production, technical 
and distribution needs of the Board. 


Your Committee noted the quality of the Board’s work in the field of 
technical research. Of particular significance to film production in Canada is 
the invention by members of the Board’s staff of a system of recording two 
languages on a single sound track together with an inexpensive adaptor for 
present film projectors for use with this system. Your Committee was gratified 
to learn of the great interest in the Board’s development of stereoscopic ani- 
mated films and of synthetic sound. 


Your Committee learned that a high percentage of the Board’s films were 
produced in both English and French. It believes that increasing the knowl- 
edge about, and understanding between, the two great language groups in 
Canada is an essential part of the Board’s duties, as set out in the National 
Film Act (1950) of “interpreting Canada to Canadians”. 


Your Committee noted with satisfaction the continuing increase in the 
distribution of the Board’s films, both at home and abroad, and commends the 
Board’s initiative in building up volunteer community groups to take over 
most of the responsibility for non-theatrical film distribution in many areas 
across Canada.

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Mr. Bater, from the Standing Committee on Agriculture and Colonization, 
presented the Third Report of the said Committee, which is as follows: — 


On April 29 your Committee was instructed to inquire into and report on 
the subject of the prevalence of foot and mouth disease in the Province of 
Saskatchewan and its attendant ramifications. Since that date, your Committee 
has held 17 meetings and has heard the testimony of the Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, the Veterinary Director General and other senior officers of the 
Department, stationed both in Ottawa and in Regina, regarding the circumstances 
surrounding the outbreak and spread of the disease and the measures now 
being employed to bring it under control. 


Having considered the correspondence and records submitted together with 
the evidence adduced, your Committee is of the opinion that the officials of the 
Health of Animals Division, Department of Agriculture, followed the well defined 
plans laid down through long experience gained working in co-operation with 
their counterparts in the United States Bureau of Animal Industry to diagnose 
and combat stomatitis and foot and mouth disease. As a result of this action, 
foot and mouth disease in Canada is definitely under control and appears to 
have been eradicated. 


Your Committee recognizes that it was and is most important that practices 
in Canada be similar to those in the United States so that Canadian livestock 
and other agricultural products may be permitted to re-enter the United States 
market at the earliest possible date, and commends the officials of the Health 
of Animals Division, Department of Agriculture, for having adhered to those 
practices both with regard to diagnosing and combating the disease. 


Your Committee recommends continued and extensive research into all 
methods of diagnosis and control of animal contagious diseases in Canada.

An Act to provide Retiring Allowances, on a contributory basis, to persons 
who have served as Members of the House of Commons of Canada. 


Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 


SHORT TITLE 
1. This Act may be cited as the Members of Parliament Retiring Allowances 
Act. 
INTERPRETATION 
2. (1) In this Act, 


(a) “Account” means the Members of Parliament Retiring Allowances 
Account established by this Act; 
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(b) “member” means a member of the House of Commons; 
(c) “session” means a session of the Parliament of Canada; 
(d) ‘sessional indemnity” means the allowance that is payable to a member 


pursuant to sections thirty-three to forty of the Senate and House of 
Commons Act in respect of his attendance at a session. 


(2) A House of Commons that is not dissolved before the expiration of the 
period fixed for its duration shall, for the purposes of this Act, be deemed to be 
dissolved on the expiration of that period. 


MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT RETIRING ALLOWANCE FUND 


3. (1) There shall be established in the Consolidated Revenue Fund an 
account to be known as the Members of Parliament Retiring Allowances Account 
to which shall be credited 

(a) the contributions paid pursuant to sections six and eight; 

(b) interest paid in accordance with section eight; and 

(c) the amounts specified in section four. 


(2) All allowances payable under this Act shall be paid out of the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund and charged to the Members of Parliament Retiring 
Allowances Account. 


4. The Minister of Finance shall, in accordance with the regulations, credit 
to the Account, in each fiscal year, 

(a) an amount equal to the contributions paid in that fiscal year pursuant 
to section six; 

(b) an amount equal to the total of the amounts that have become payable 
in that fiscal year pursuant to subsection one of section eight; and 

(c) an amount representing interest on the balance that is, from time to 
time, to the credit of the Account. 


5. An account shall be kept in respect of each member, in which shall be 
shown all payments made by him or to him or his legal representatives under 
this Act. 


CONTRIBUTIONS 


6. A Member shall, by reservation from his sessional indemnity, contribute 
to the Consolidated Revenue Fund six per cent of all amounts that are payable 
to him by way of sessional indemnity. 


7. (1) A member may as prescribed by this Section elect, within one year 
from the commencement of this Act or from the day on which the House of 
Commons first is in session after he becomes a member, whichever is the later, to 
contribute under this Act in respect of any previous session during which he was 
a member. 


(2) Where, after the coming into force of this Act, a member ceases to be 
a member and subsequently again becomes a member, he may elect to con- 
tribute under this Act in respect of a previous session only if 
(a) he previously contributed or elected to contribute under this Act in 
respect of that session and a withdrawal allowance equal to the 
amount of the contributions that he paid in respect of that session 
became payable to him under section twelve, or 
(b) he was eligible to make an election in respect of that session but did not 
so elect and the time for making the election had not expired when he 
ceased to be a member. 
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(3) A member who, immediately prior to becoming a member was entitled 
to an annual allowance under section eleven, may make an election under this 
section in respect of a prior session only if, when he was previously entitled 
to elect to contribute in respect of that prior session, he did not do so and the 
time for doing so had not expired when he previously ceased to be a member. 


(4) An election pursuant to this section shall be made to the Minister of 
Finance in a form prescribed by the regulations and is deemed to be made on 
the day on which the Form, duly signed by the member, is placed in course of 
delivery to the Minister. 


8. (1) Where a member elects, pursuant to section seven, to contribute in 
respect of a previous session, he shall pay into the Consolidated Revenue Fund, 
in a lump sum or otherwise, at the option of the member, 

(a) a contribution equal to six per cent of the amount received by the 

member by way of sessional indemnity in respect of that session, and 

(b) except in respect of the portion of that contribution specified in para- 

graph (c) interest on that contribution at the rate of four per cent 
per annum, compounded annually, from the day on which the final 
payment by way of sessional indemnity was made to the member in 
respect of that session to the day on which he makes his election, and 

(c) in respect of the portion of that contribution equal to an amount that 

the member has previously paid as a contribution in respect of that 
session and that has been taken into account in the payment to him 
of a withdrawal allowance under this Act, interest on that portion 
at the rate of four per cent per annum, compounded annually, from 
the date of payment to the day on which he makes his election. 


(2) Interest at the rate of four per cent per annum is payable by a 
person to the Consolidated Revenue Fund on the balance unpaid from time to 
time of the amount payable by him under subsection one and if the interest is 
not paid it may be recovered as a debt due to Her Majesty. 


(3) The interest payable by a person under subsection two shall, while 
he is a member, be paid by reservation from his sessional indemnity. 


(4) Where a person becomes entitled to an allowance under section 
eleven and any part of the amount payable by him under subsection one 
remains unpaid, he shall pay the balance thereof, together with the interest 
prescribed by subsection two, by reservation of the full amount of his 
allowance until the whole is paid, or the balance may otherwise be recovered 
as a debt due to Her Majesty. 


(5) Where a withdrawal allowance becomes payable to or in respect of a 
person under this Act and the person has not paid in full the amount payable 
by him under subsection one, the unpaid amount need not be paid; but interest 
payable under subsection two shall be paid and may be deducted from the 
withdrawal allowance. 


(6) A person may, at any time while he is not a member, revoke his 
election under this section with respect to the contributions then owing by him 
under subsection one by giving to the Minister of Finance a notice of revocation, 
in a form prescribed by the regulations and thereupon 

(a) he is not required to pay the amount owing under subsection one 

to which the revocation applies, but interest is payable on that 
amount under subsection two to the date of revocation; 
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(b) for the purpose of computing an allowance under section eleven, he 
shall be deemed not to have elected to contribute the amount of 
the contributions to which the revocation applies and if the allowance 
has been calculated, it shall be recalculated accordingly; 


and 
(c) he may not again at any time elect to make those contributions. 


9. (1) Notwithstanding anything in this Act no contribution shall be paid 
under this Act by a member 
(a) unless, at the time when the contribution is to be paid, the total 
amount of the contributions that have been or elected to be paid by 
him is less than the amount that, at that time, is payable by way of 
sessional indemnity to a member who attends all the sittings of the 
House of Commons at a session that extends over a period of sixty-five 
days or more; or 
(b) in respect of any session in the course of which he was expelled 
from the House of Commons. 
(2) In computing the total amount of the contributions that a member has 
paid or elected to pay under this Act, there shall not be included 
(a) any contributions in respect of which a withdrawal allowance has 
been paid under this Act; 
(b) any contributions in respect of which his election has been revoked 
under subsection six of section eight; or 
(c) any amount paid by him by way of interest. 


(3) Where a person makes a payment on account of the amount payable 
by him under subsection one of section eight, the part thereof that is the same 
proportion of the whole payment as the contribution specified in paragraph (a) 
of that subsection is of the aggregate of the amounts specified in paragraphs 
(a), (b) and (c) of that subsection is deemed to be paid in respect of the 
contribution specified in the said paragraph (a). 


ALLOWANCES 


10. (1) An allowance shall be paid in accordance with this Act to or in 
respect of a person who, being a member, ceases to be a member or dies. 


(2) For the purposes of this Act, 
(a) a person does not cease to be a member by reason only of the 
dissolution of the House of Commons, and 


(b) a person who, immediately before a dissolution of the House of Com- 
mons, was a member, ceases to be a member if he is not elected as a 
member at the general election next following the dissolution, and he 
is deemed to have ceased to be a member on the day on which that 
general election was held. 


11. (1) Subject to section fifteen, where a person, at the time he ceases to 
be a member, has contributed or elected to contribute under this Act in respect 
of sessions in more than two Parliaments, there shall be paid to him annually 
during his lifetime, an allowance equal to seventy-five per cent of the total 
amount of the contributions that he has paid and elected to pay under this Act. 


(2) An allowance payable under this section shall be paid monthly in 
arrears in approximately equal instalments.

12. Where a person, at the time he ceases to be a member, has not con- 
tributed or elected to contribute under this Act in respect of sessions in more 
than two Parliaments, there shall be paid to him, in a lump sum, a withdrawal 
allowance equal to the total amount of the contributions that he has paid under 
this Act. 


13. Where a member is expelled from the House of Commons there shall 
be paid to him, ina lump sum, a withdrawal allowance equal to the total amount 
of the contributions that he has paid under this Act. 


14. Where a member or a person who has ceased to be a member dies, there 
shall be paid to his legal representatives, in a lump sum, a withdrawal allow- 
ance equal to the remainder after subtracting 

(a) the total of any amounts of allowance that have been paid or have 

become payable to him under this Act prior to his death, 
from 

(b) the total amount of the contributions that have been paid by him 

under this Act. 


15. (1) An allowance payable to a person under section eleven shall be 
discontinued while that person 
(a) is a Senator or a Member, 
(b) is employed in the public service of Canada, or 
(c) renders services the remuneration for which is paid out of the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund or by an agent of Her Majesty in right of 
Canada, 
and where that person is a Senator or member, or is so employed or renders 
service at any time during a month, the whole amount payable on account of 
the allowance in that month shall be withheld. j 


(2) For the purposes of this section a person is deemed to be employed in 
the public service of Canada who 
(a) is a member of the staff of the Senate or House of Commons, 
(b) holds any office or employment under Her Majesty in right of Canada, 
or 


(c) is an officer, member or employee of a corporation, board or com- 
mission that is an agent of Her Majesty in right of Canada. 


16. Where a person who is entitled to be paid an allowance under section 
eleven 

(a) is eligible to receive a pension under the Old Age Security Act, the 
amount of the allowance that would otherwise be payable to him in 
any month under section eleven shall be reduced by the amount of 
the pension that is payable to him in that month under the Old Age 
Security Act or would be so payable if he applied for it; or 

(b) is in receipt of an annuity, pension or allowance payable out of the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund or by an agent of Her Majesty pursuant 
to a retirement pension scheme to which persons who may benefit 
therefrom are not required to contribute and the amount of which, 
except for determining eligibility to receive benefits, is not related 
to length of service, the amount of the allowance that would otherwise 
be payable to him in any month under section eleven shall be reduced 
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by the amount of the annuity, pension or allowance that is payable 
to him in that month under the pension scheme, or, if it is not paid 
monthly, the amount that the Treasury Board deems to be payable 
in respect of that month. 


REGULATIONS 


17. The Governor in Council may make regulations 


(a) prescribing for the purposes of section four the rate of interest, the 
manner of calculating interest and the times at which interest shall 
be credited to the Account; 


(b) prescribing, in the case of an annual allowance, the days on which the 
payments of allowances shall be made and providing that payment 
may be made in respect of any fractional period and that where 
a recipient dies payment may be made in respect of the full month in 
which he dies; 

(c) providing, where a recipient of an annual allowance is incapable of 
managing his affairs, that the allowance may be paid to another per- 
son on his behalf; 

(d) prescribing forms that are by this Act to be prescribed or that he 
considers necessary for the administration of this Act; and 


(e) for any other purpose deemed necessary to give effect to this Act. 


REPORT 


18. The Minister of Finance shall, as soon as possible after the end of each 
fiscal year, lay before Parliament a report on the administration of this Act 
during the preceding fiscal year and shall include therein a statement of the 
amounts received by way of contributions and interest under this Act, the 
amounts paid by way of allowances, the number of contributors, the number of 
persons receiving annual allowances, and such other information as the 
Governor in Council prescribes. 


By leave of the House, Mr. St. Laurent moved,—That the House do go into 
Committee of the Whole at the next sitting of the House to consider the follow- 
ing proposed Resciution: — 

That it is expedient to introduce a measure to provide for the establishment 
of a pension plan after long service for members of the House of Commons of 
Canada; to provide also for contributions by all the said members to a special 
account for such purpose; and to provide further that the pensions payable shall 
be paid out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund and charged to the said special 
account. 


Whereupon, Mr. St. Laurent, a Member of the Queen’s Privy Council, 
informed the House, That His Excellency the Governor General, having been 
informed of the subject-matter of the said proposed Resolution, recommends 
it to the House. 


Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole at the next 
sitting of the House to consider the said proposed Resolution.

Mr. Speaker informed the House that a Message had been received from 
the Senate informing this House that the Senate had passed the following Bill, 
to which the concurrence of this House was desired: — 


Bill No. 391 (Letter E-13 of the Senate), intituled: “An Act to amend The 
Eastern Rocky Mountain Forest Conservation Act’. 


Mr. Bradette, from the Standing Committee on External Affairs, presented 
the Sixth Report of the said Committee, which is as follows: — 


Pursuant to Orders of the House dated April 2, May 7 and May 21, your 
Committee has given consideration to the following matters: 


1. Votes No. 85 to 115, inclusive, of the Main Estimates, 1952-53; 


2. Resolution to approve the ratification by Canada of the Convention on 
the Prevention and Punishment of the Crime of Genocide as signed by 
Canada on November 28, 1949; 


3. Resolution to approve the Supplementary Extradition Convention 
between the United States of America and Canada signed at Ottawa 
on October 26, 1951, amending the Supplementary Extradition Con- 
vention between the United States of America and Her Britannic 
Majesty, signed at Washington on December 13, 1900; and 


4. Bill No. 210, An Act to provide for the carrying into effect the Treaty 
of Peace beween Canada and Japan. 
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Your Committee held 17 meetings and in the course of its deliberations 
heard the Secretary of State for External Affairs, his Parliamentary Assistant, 
and the Under-Secretary of State for External Affairs. The Minister and the 
Deputy Minister of Justice, the Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, and several senior government officials also supplied 
information and assistance. 


The Estimates of the Department of External Affairs were reported to the 
House on May 8. 


The Resolution approving the Convention on the Prevention and Punish- 
ment of the Crime of Genocide was reported to the House on May 9, and the 
Resolution relating to the Supplementary Extradition Convention was reported 
on May 14. 


Bill No. 210, An Act to provide for carrying into effect the Treaty of Peace 
between Canada and Japan, was adopted without amendment and reported to 
the House on June 11. 


Your Committee recommends: 


1. That Canadian Delegations to the United Nations General Assembly 
continue to urge that the budgetary contributions of the Soviet Union 
and satellite countries be increased so that they will contribute in 
proportion to their ability to pay. 


2. That the Government continue to give active support to the Colombo 
Plan; that every effort be made to increase Canada’s participation, 
with other nations of the Commonwealth, in this worthwhile program; 
and that the Government give immediate consideration to strengthening 
Canada’s official and technical representation in South and South-East 
Asia and to the provision of adequate housing for representatives 
already stationed in that area. 


3. That ways and means for dealing more effectively with Canadians 
whose sympathies appear to lie with countries behind the Iron Curtain 
and who travel freely between Canada and those countries should be 
kept continually in review.

DRAFT BILL 


An Act to readjust the Representation in the House of Commons. 


WHEREAS the results of the census of 1951 necessitate a readjustment of 
the representation in the House of Commons, pursuant to the provision of 
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The British North America Acts, 1867 to 1952, and the other statutes in that 
behalf: Therefore Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 


1. This Act may be cited as The Representation Act, 1952. 


2. Eighty-five members of the House of Commons shall be elected for 
the Province of Ontario, seventy-five for the Province of Quebec, twelve 
for the Province of Nova Scotia, ten for the Province of New Brunswick, 
fourteen for the Province of Manitoba, twenty-two for the Province of 
British Columbia, four for the Province of Prince Edward Island, seventeen 
for the Province of Saskatchewan, seventeen for the Province of Alberta, 
seven for the Province of Newfoundland, one for the Yukon Territory and 
one from the Mackenzie district of the Northwest Territories lying west of 
the 102nd Meridian of west longitude, thus making a total of two hundred 
and sixty-five members. 


3. The said provinces respectively shall, for the purpose of the election 
of members to serve in the House of Commons, be divided into electoral 
districts, which shall be represented as provided in the Schedule. 


4. The whole of that part of the Schedule relating to any province shall 
be read together, and shall, so far as possible, be construed as including 
the whole of such province in some one or other of the electoral districts 
therein described, the description of each electoral district being accordingly 
construed as intended, unless the contrary is expressed, to include the whole 
of the contained area, whether particularly mentioned or not and to include 
also any area partly surrounded by the areas expressly described that 
appears to have been intended to be included; in any doubtful case the Chief 
Electoral Officer shall finally determine of what electoral district, if any, 
any area not expressly referred to was intended to form part, and shall, 
within the first fifteen days of the session of Parliament next following any 
such determination, report the same, with the reasons therefor, to the 
Speaker of the House of Commons. 


5. Wherever in the Schedule any word or expression is used to denote 
the name of any territorial division, such word or expression shall, unless 
the context otherwise requires, be construed as indicating such territorial 
division as it exists and is bounded at the date of the passing of this Act. 


6. Wherever in the Schedule a municipality or place is wrongfully 
referred to as a city, or a town, or a village, but there is within the territorial 
limits of the electoral district, in the description of which the reference 
occurs, a municipality or place of the same name which is a city, or a town, 
or a village, but is not of the class, namely, city, town or village, as the case 
may be, specified in the Schedule, the reference shall be taken to be to that 


municipality or place. 


7. As soon as possible after the passing of this Act, the Surveyor General 
shall, in accordance with the definitions set out in the Schedule, and with the 
cooperation of the Chief Electoral Officer, prepare and print 

(a) individual maps showing the boundaries of the electoral districts 

established in each province; 

(b) individual maps of each province showing the boundaries of the 

electoral districts established therein; and 

(c) individual maps of all cities portions of which are in more than one 

electoral district. 
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8. This Act shall take effect only upon the dissolution of the present 
Parliament, except that for the purpose only of authorizing and enabling 
the appointment, pursuant to section eight of The Canada Elections Act of 
returning officers, whenever required, this Act shall be deemed to be in 
force on the date upon which it has been assented to.

Honourable Members of the Senate: 


Members of the House of Commons: 


During the session which is now concluding, the quest for security for our 
nation and the establishment of genuinely peaceful conditions remained the 
principal concern of my government. 


In the Far East our Canadian forces have continued to co-operate with the 
forces of the United Nations to resist aggression in Korea. 


In Europe a formation from the Canadian Army is now part of the integ- 
rated force of the North Atlantic Alliance and the build-up of the Royal Can- 
adian Air Force overseas is continuing. Defence production for our own forces 
and for those of our allies is steadily increasing. 


You have approved a further contribution to the Colombo Plan for Co- 
operative Economic Development in South and Southeast Asia and you have 
also authorized a contribution to the United Nations programme for technical 
assistance to under-developed countries. 


Legislation has been passed to provide for carrying into effect the Treaty 
of Peace between Canada and Japan, and full diplomatic relations have been 
resumed between our two countries. 


A War Claims Commission to enquire into and report upun claims made by 
Canadians arising out of the last war has been established. 


Provision has been made for the immediate payment of awards to certain 
veterans and other Canadians for maltreatment suffered in Japanese and certain 
German internment camps. 
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To meet the outbreak of foot and mouth disease among cattle in the Prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan, you enacted a measure for the control and extirpation of 
the disease and for the compensation of owners of destroyed animals. 


Canada is now free of the scourge and my government is sparing no efforts 
to bring about the resumption of normal exports of livestock and meat within 
a reasonable period. 


Provision has been made for the development of the industrial and scien- 
tific uses of atomic energy through a new Crown company known as Atomic 
Energy of Canada, Limited. 


You have approved legislation to enable the Canadian National Railways 
to construct a branch line between Terrace and Kitimat in British Columbia to 
assist in the industrial development of that province. 


The War Veterans Allowance Act 1946 has been revised to increase allow- 
ances and permissible income. The date of the expiration of The Veterans 
Benefit Act 1951 has been extended and benefits under The Veterans Insurance 
Act and The Pension Act have been increased. 


You have approved a Bill to Authorize the Federal Government to enter 
into new Tax Rental Agreements with the Provinces and agreements there- 
under have been made with the governments of nine provinces. 


The British North America Act has been amended for the first time in 
Canada. The amendment altered the rules for the readjustment of Representa- 
tion in the House of Commons and a measure providing for the readjustment 
under the new rules has also been enacted. 


You have given legislative effect to the recommendation by the Royal 
Commission on National Development in the Arts, Letters and Sciences for 
the establishment of a National Library. 


You have approved a programme to enable Canadian scholars, selected by 
the Royal Society of Canada, to continue their education abroad. 


The Unemployment Insurance Act has been amended to reduce the waiting 
period and to provide for increases in benefits payable. 


You have approved amendments to the Combines Investigation Act and the 
Criminal Code to give effect to recommendations of the MacQuarrie Committee 
on Combines legislation. 


The Immigration Act has been completely revised. 


Legislation respecting the Currency, Mint and Exchange Fund has been 
consolidated in one statute. 


You enacted measures respecting the revision of the capital structure of 
the Canadian National Railways, the zoning of airports and the Marine and 
Aviation War Risks Insurance and Reinsurance Agreements. Your approval 
was given to a convention for the promotion of safety on the Great Lakes. 
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Amendments have been made to the Canada Grain Act; the Cold Storage 
Act; the Canadian Farm Loan Act; the Northwest Territories Act; the Govern- 
ment Employees Compensation Act 1947; and the International Boundary 
Waters Treaty Act.

I thank you for the provision you have made for all essential services, as 
well as for our national defence and the meeting of our obligations under the 
United Nations Charter and the North Atlantic Treaty. 


During the present session, in addition to income and other tax adjust- 
ments, it was found possible to remove certain commodity taxes entirely and to 
make substantial reductions in taxes on other commodities.
